The citrus fruit crop this season 


will make between 7,000,000 and 8, 
000,000 boxes. The fruit is well ad- 
vanced and the shipping season will 
beg\n earlier thftn last j^aj. There 
no doubt that it will be the longest 
shipping season on record, as many 
groves had a bloom In July and some 
as late as this month 
In 
some 


groves fruit is already beginning to 
show color, and in Dade county, on 
tbe east coast, and Lee county, on 
the west, fruit is large and trees in 
good shape to hurry the fruit to early 
maturity. 


The general opinion of 
growers 


seems to -be that the orange crop is 
fully as large as last year while the 
grapefruit crop will not be as large. 
The Florida Citrus Exchange makes 
the statement that from present indi- 
cations the citrus fruit crop will be a 
record breaker and the longest 
in 


the 
history of the industry.—New

SHELL FISH COMMISSIONER VIS- 


ITS NEW SMYRNA ON INSPEC- 


TION TRIP AND APPOINTS R.. 


S. SAMS COUNTY DEPUTY. 


That the new shell fish law 


be of more than passing interest t» 
tbe 'city 'of New Smyrna and other 
coast towns in this section, Is tb« 
opinion of T. R. Hodges, state shett 
fish commissioner, who visited Ne» 
Smyrna last Saturday and spent soar 
time here conferring with oyster 
and Instructing them In the provi- 
sions of the new law. 


While here the new shell 
fit* 


commissioner announced tbe appoint- 
ment of F. S. Sams as deputy flsJi 
warden 
for Volueia 
and 
Brevajnt 


aounUes, and Mr. Sams will enter 
upon the duties of his office at once-. 


Mr. Hodges, who has been visit- 


ing a number of places along 
the 


East Coast, spent all of Saturday and 
Sunday in Ntw Smyrna, Port Orang« 
and Daytona, investigating conditlona 
in Volusia county and talking with 
the oyster men. At Port Orange he 
gave a lease to Daniel Dupont 
to- 


several acres of oyster beds, 
and 


has several other leases in this vi- 
cinity under consideration. 


The new law gives the state ab- 


solute title to all river bottoms, and 
this, Mr. Hodges construes, means 


bottoms of the North Indian and 


Halifax rivers. In the opinion or Mr. 
Hodges the dredging of oyster shell 
'rom the river boltoms for street 
paving and other purposes Is prohib- 
ited by the new law. 


Another provision of the new law 


which vitally interests the people of 
New Smyrna is a provision against 
contaminating the oyster grounds. 
Both the North Indian and Halifax 
rivers furnish the most natural oys- 
ter beds of the state, say* 
Mr. 


Eiodges, and he discussed the matter 
of the many private sewers entering 
these rivers at New Smyrna, Port 
Orange 
and Daytona, and gave It 


as his opinion that tbe emptying of 
sewage of any kind into the river* 
must be stopped. 


Upon his return to Tallahassee it 


is ,ttie (nte,n,tion of tfre new 
shell 


fish commissioner to discuss these 
>oints with the state attorney gener* 
al and if the attorney general con- 
strues the law the same as does Mr. 
Hodges, suits will be started to re- 
strain all persons from emptying sew- 
age into the rfvers, and to further 
restrain all persons from dredging the 
river bottoms and thus destroying the 
natural home of the oyster,

Under the law a tax of two cents 


per barrel shall be paid on all' oys- 
ers gathered In Florida, 
whether 


rom natural or artificial beds, and 
no other license tax, state, county 
>r municipal shall be charged any 
lerson engaged in the oyster 
or 


lam business. In addition to the 
«x of two cents a barrel the state 
mposes a police license depending on 
he number and sizes of boats 
em- 


>loyed 
Leases are made in perpetu- 


ty on payment of Co cents 
per 


acre per year, but no one person, firm 
or corporation shall acquire a lease 
to over 500 acres of oyster beds. 


The law appropriates to the state 


riparian ownerships, except that abut- 
ting property holders are allowed to 
build docks, 
warehouses, etc., 
a 


reasonable distance from 
medium 


tide 


The shell fish law is rather vol- 


uminous, consisting of 32 sections. 


The commissioner saya the river 


here and the adjacent bayous 
are 


ideal bedding 
grounds for the bi- 


valves and there is no reason why- 
proper conservations should not mate 
the oyster Industry one of the most- 
important of the locality. One oyster 
man alone gathered last year over 
5,000 barrels In the neighborhood of 
Port Orange.

FACTOR IN REALTY CONTRACTS 


ONLY WHEN CERTAIN CONDI- 


TIONS PREVAIL. 
Time may be made an essential 


feature of a contract for the sale ol 
real estate only when the vendor 
gives the vendee reasonable notice (a 
order to comply, according to a deci- 
sion of the Florida supreme court in 
the case of Forssell, et al., versus 
Carter, et al., appealed from th -j cir- 
cuit court of Miami, which upheld the 
opinion given by Judge L. W. Bethel, 
and which is of wide interest to real 
istate dealers or transactors all over 
the state. This is the first opinion on 
such a matter handed down by the 
supreme court of the state and reads 
as follows: 


'In a contract for the sale of land 


where part of the purchase money 
was paid when the 
contract 
was 


made, and where the contract con- 
tains a provision that time shall be 
an essential feature of the contract, 
but also contains a provision that the 
contract may be forfeited at the option 
of the vendor when the terms of pay- 
ment are not observed in the time 
agreed on, in such case the vendor 
must give reasonable notice to the 
vendee that he will insist on payment 
as provided in the contract, and, if 
he fails to do so before the date for 
payment, he must fix a future time 
and give reasonable notice to 
the 


endee, In order that he may have 


an opportunity to comply. 
In this 


way alone can the vendor in such a 
ontract make time an essential part 
jf the contract."

their lives. If there is to be a col- 
lege education, it is of the utmost

case, it is best to take that college 
preparatory work, unless a person 
knows definitely that the high school 
attendance must be a brief one and 
that it is to be followed at once by 
a commercial life.

Probably in all the southern state 


Florida Is the youngest in growth, in 
asmuch as it was not classed amon, 
the well-established states until a fei 
years ago, yet at the present tim 
there are probably more public im 
provements being made within th 
boundaries of Florida than In an; 
other of her sister states in propor 
tion to population. There is scarce! 
a town of any importance in Florid; 
but what has already made such 1m 
provements or is making rapid stride 
toward bringing them about. The es 
tablishment of automobile highway 
throughout the state have stimulated 
the campaign for better roads, an 
many of the more populous countie 
are preparing to build miles aud mile 
of 
vitrifled 
brick-paved highways 
making it possible to cover the entire 
distance from Tampa to Jacksonville 
240 miles in less than one day, while 
at the present time it requires a cleve 
driver and a good car to make the trip 
'in two days. 


On every hand among the progres 


sive towns and cities the cry for gooe 
roads can be heard, and while many 
of the people have not yet made up 
.heir minds to vote for a heavy bon 
ssue to make roads that will last 
lalf century, they appreciate the fac 
hat nothing will bring the 
farme.

good streets are required, and wher 
ever possible to do so the towns and 
cities are issuing bonds for the pur 
pose of making these public improve 
ments.

Punta Gorda, situated on the shores 


of Charlotte Harbor, in DeSoto coun 
ty, will soon hold an election to vote 
on the issuance of $100,000 for. sani 
tary sewers, street paving and \va 
terworks. 


Lee county, at the extreme end o 


the peninsula, with Fort Myers as its 
capital, will consider the issuance of 
$200,000 of bonds for hard roads to 
be extended throughout the county 


Sarasota, in Manatee county, a prac 


tically new section, has issued $40,000 
of bonds for street paving, and work 
will probably commence soon. 


DeSoto county, with Arcadia as the 


county seat, will probably bring be- 
fore the people at an early date the 
issuance of $500,000, out 
of 
which 


the people expect to build 200 miles 
of brick roads. 


Paaco county, with Dade City as 


its capital, and perhaps one of the 
smallest counties in the state, 
will 


probably Issue $50,000 of good roads 
bonds in the near future and 
build 


hard-surface highways over the larger 
portion of the county. 


Bartow, in Polk county, has recently 


issued $50,000 of bonds for public im- 
provements, such as street paving, 
etc. Work has already commenced 


Orlando has recently issued $75,000 


of sanitary sewer bonds and also for 
additional paving, while Orange coun- 
ty has declared itself in favor ol -a 
large sum of bonds, the funds derived 
therefrom to be expended in building 
roads of vitrified bricks. 


The adjoining county (Seminole), 


which was taken from Orange county 
by an act of the last legislature, with 
Sanford as the seat of justice, is also 
arranging to spend a large sum In 
building roads. 


Duval county, where is located the 


city of Jacksonville, will build many 
miles of brick highways. Among the 
first to receive consideration is a road 
from South Jacksonville to the St. 
John's county line, and then 
from 


South Jacksonville to Pablo Bea h. 
There will be expended in the work 
$1,000,000 received from bond issue. 
In addition to the above-named roads, 
there will be highways built in all 
sections of the county. 
Palatka is soon to build three miles 


of concrete 
sidewalks. In addition 


the same city has spent something 
like $75,000 in vitrified brick street 
paving. 


A plan is now on foot for the city 


council of Lakeland to award a con 
tract for the building of 
some BO 


miles of additional concrete sidewalk!, 
the same to be assessed against the 
abutting property. The scheme Is 
meeting .with favor by the taxpayers 
and the plan may extend into other 
towns nearby. The ordinance in ques- 
tion carries with It the right of the 
property owner to demand that he be 
;lven a term of five years in which 
to pay for the improvement, the con- 
tractors to dispose of the certificates.

tional blocks of street paving. 


Dunnellon Is spending $50,000 in 
sanitary sewers and street paving. . 


St. Johns county will probably 


spend $400,000 for good roads, which 
are to be made of the most durable 
and substantial material to be secured. 


Kissimmee within the past year has 


spent over $100,000 in the construc- 
tion of sanitary sewers and street 
paving.

STATE SUPREME CMIIT HUES 


IN AN IMPORTANT LANI CASE 


HOLDS THAT TIME IS ESSENTIAL, 


FACTOR IN REALTY CONTRACTS 


ONLY WHEN CERTAIN 
CONDJ- 


TIONS PREVAIL. 
Time may be made an essential 


feature ot a contract for the sale of 
real estate only when the vendor 
gives the vendee reasonable notice in 
order to comply, according to a deci- 
sion of the Florida supreme court in 
the case of Forssell, et al, versus 
Carter, et al., appealed from th j cir- 
cuit court of Miami, which upheld the 
opinion given by Judge L. W. Bethel, 
and which is of wide Interest to real 
estate dealers or transactors all over 
the state. This is the first opinion on 
such a matter handed down by the 
supreme court of the state and reads 
as follows: 


"In a contract for the sale of land 


where part of the purchase money 
was paid when the 
contract 
was 


made, and where the contract con- 
tains a provision that time shall be 
an essential feature of the contract, 
but also contains a provision that the 
contract may be forfeited at the option 
of the vendor when the terms of pay- 
ment are not observed in the time 
agieed on, in such case the vendor 
must give reasonable notice to the 
vendee that he will insist on payment 
as provided in the contract, and, if 
he fails to do so before the date for 
payment, he must fix a future time 
and give reasonable notice to 
the 


vendee, in order that he may have 
an opportunity to comply 
In this 


way alone can the vendor in such a 
contract make time an essential part 
of the contract" 
Case Arose In Dade County— 


The case started in April, 1912, 


when A T. Carter, J

E A. Forssell and Annie F Forssell, 
alleging that the Forssells refused to 
give a deed for certain property, con- 
Tact for the sale of which was given 
irst to Sanders, who in turn signed

erty, but this Forssell

Forssell appealed the case to 


he supreme court which upheld the 
lecision of the lower court. 


By the first decree the 
Forssells 


were ordered to execute a deed within

aken by the defendants 


According to Price & Bailey, who

for failure to 


comply will be impossible if reason- 
able notice is not given They believe

In vogue on the ocean. The burci 
neers of that day arose in this wa) 
The English nod the Spaniards wer 
at war. awl flip English fitted out pr 
vateera tu prej on Uii-.<S|iauish sliii 
bearing treasure from Spain's Mexie 
possessions. When tbe wnr closed th 
privateers continued their depredation 
illegally under tbe nag of the skti 
and bone* instead of the cross of Si 
George.

TO HELP MARTIN MAKE SUC- 


CESS Op PLAN. 
Florida may be advertised through 


the north and northwest by a special 
trainload of boosters, some time this 
fall, but notwithstanding the optimism 
of W. L. Martin of Leesburg, the work 
of organizing such a train remains to 
be accomplished, says the St. Augus- 
tine Record. 


For reasons known to himself, Mr. 


Martin, independently, undertook the 
organisation of a special train consist- 
ing of three standard Pullman cars 
and one baggage car to carry 75 Flor- 
ida enthusiasts on a jaunt to Chicago 
for the purpose of distributing Florida 
literature along the route. 


After receiving glowing accounts of 


the project and a call for a conference 
of commercial secretaries on the sub- 
ject, the commissioners determined 
:hat 
St. Augustine ought to be repre- 


sented on such a train if it traversed 
territory from which we are able- to 
draw business. Accordingly, the sec- 
retary went to Leesburg last Saturday 
for a conference on the subject. Mar- 
tin was there all right, and a few 
others, but the prospect of moving a 
Horida special on the 28th of Septem- 
>er appeared very slim 
Martin's en- 


.husiasm proved to be a mixture of 
lope plus encouragement from pas- 
senger agents anxious to get the busi- 
ness Experience and a knowledge of 
how the state should be advertised on 
such a trip were painfully 
lacking. 


While the conferring secretaries were

Probably in all the southern state 


Florjda Is the youngest In growth, in 
asmuch as it was not classed amon, 
the well-established states until a fei 
years ago, yet at the present tim 
there are probably more public im 
provements being made within th 
boundaries of Florida than In an; 
other of her sister states in propor 
tion to population. There is scarce! 
a town of any importance in Florid; 
but what has already made such 1m 
provements or is making rapid stride 
toward bringing them about. The es 
tablishment of automobile highway 
throughout the state have stimulated 
the campaign for better roads, an 
many of the more populous countie 
are preparing to build miles and mile 
of 
vitrifled 
brick-paved highways 
making it possible to cover the entire 
distance from Tampa to Jacksonville 
240 miles In less than one day, while 
at the present time it requires a cleve 
driver and a good car to make the trip 
'in two days.

capital, will consider the issuance of

be extended throughout the county 


Sarasota, in Manatee county, a prac 


tically new section, has issued $40,000 
of bonds for street paving, and work 
will probably commence soon. 


DeSoto county, with Arcadia as the 


county seat, will probably bring be- 
fore the people at an early date the 
issuance of $500,000, out 
of 
which 


tbe people expect to build 200 miles 
of brick roads. 


Paaco county, with Dade City as 


its capital, and perhaps one of the 
smallest counties in the state, 
will 


probably Issue $50,000 of good roads 
bonds in the near future and 
build 


hard-surface highways over the larger 
portion of the county. 


Bartow, in Polk county, has recently 


issued $50,000 of bonds for public im- 
provements, such as street paving, 
etc. Work has already commenced 


Orlando has recently issued $75,000 


of sanitary sewer bonds and also for 
additional paving, while Orange coun- 
ty has declared itself in favor ol -a 
large sum of bonds, the funds derived 
therefrom to be expended in building 
roads of vitrified bricks. 


The adjoining county (Seminole), 


which was taken from Orange county 
by an act of the last legislature, with 
Sanford as the seat of justice, is also 
arranging to spend a large sum In 
building roads. 


Duval county, where is located the 


city of Jacksonville, will build many 
miles of brick highways. Among the 
first to receive consideration is a road 
from South Jacksonville to the St. 
John's county line, and then 
from 


South Jacksonville to Pablo Bea h. 
There will be expended in the wortt 
$1,000,000 received from bond issue. 
In addition to the above-named roads, 
there will be highways built in all 
sections of the county. 
Palatka is soon to build three miles 


of concrete 
sidewalks. In addition 


the same city has spent something 
like $75,000 in vitrified brick street 
paving. 


A plan is now on foot for the city 


council of Lakeland to award a con-

miles of additional concrete sidewalk!, 
the same to be assessed against the 
abutting property.
